Kyaii cin-ii 
lilted with riipidity lliroiigli tlie im-losiire. Tlie un- 
easy iKNikmakcrs we.re not long left In susi>ens«*. 
the other horses in the rai“e leaving the iiiiknowii 
ijiiiekly. 

Notwithstanding that favorites, two of them at 
• aids on, were aide to account for half of the |>ro- 
grain, the general jmldic liad no share in the (irotit- 
alde victories of Half Sovereign, Itlack ttak and 
Kilisdale.

It seems 
that Toiirenne is atilieted with a liig growth or 
swelling on the left ankle of Hie foreleg, which is 
tlionght to handicap him sericfusly in running on a 
track like tliat of Itrighton Reach or Slieepshead 
Ray. iu pnsd' of this tlie trainer cites his wondi-r- 
fnlly fast trials at Rclmont I'ark when running the 
reverse way.
